Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1, 14, 19-21 are directed towards a video decoder, a set-top box, a 
video disc player, and a method and further recite ". . .decoding the I-frame; determining a re- 
mapping strategy of intensity values to change the contrast to enhance the decoded 1-frame using 
a region-based intensity analysis; re-mapping the intensity values of the decoded l-frame 
according to the determined re-mapping strategy; recovering from the video stream, motion 
vectors for the subsequent non- I-frame, the motion vectors are differences in the positions of 
regions in the I-frame and corresponding regions in the non-I-frame; decoding the subsequent 
non-I-frame; determining whether the similarity between corresponding regions meet a similarity 
criteria; selecting one or more regions of the non-l-frame depending on whether similarity 
criteria is met for a similarity between the regions of the non-l-frame and the corresponding 
regions of the I-frame; and re-mapping the intensity values of the selected regions of the non-l- 
frame depending on the re-mapping strategy of the corresponding regions of the I-frame so as to 
change the contrast to enhance the non-I-frame. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor 
obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 2-13, 15-18 are allowed for the reasons 
concerning the independent claims.
